Mucn has been written on the connection 
of India with the Mediterranean by rail 
since some seventy years ago Major, after- 
wards Licut,-Col. Cursnry, first mooted the 
project of a Euphrates Valley railway. For 
various reasons little has, however, been 
done. Although with an not 
altogether untrue, Lord PanMERston always 
opposed. the then French project of the 
Suez Canal, and openty expressed his pre- 


instinct, 


ference for the Railway, many obstacles | 


interyeved, which prevented the latter-ever 
becoming we. fait accompli, Kqually in- 
perial in his ideas, but infinitely more 
astute, Lord BEaconsrizLp seized the op- 
portunity offered -of obtaining a predomi- 
nating interest in the affairs of the Canal, 


? and as the Canal did for the time serve all’ 


purposes, und actually furmed the quickest 
. means of communication with India, Eng- 
- land was very well content to let matters 
‘yest, the more especially as in the mean- 
while she had become practically possessed 
of the political control of Egypt. It was 
not, (hen, till Russia succeeded in construct. 
ing a linc, through Siboria to Eastern 
“Russia, and England's rapidity ‘of com- 
munication with the Far East was chnl- 
lenged, that the old topic again forced itself 
into consideration in Great Britain. 

Inspired with emulation on tke suecssful 
attainment of her abject in the complelion 
of her new line to Enstém Asia, which 
Russia saw would enable bre to interfere 


with greater ability in the affairs of China, 
whose fertile lands had already aroused her 
ingatiate greed, Germany thought the time 
had come. She accordingly traced out a 
line to continue her present system in 
Western Anatolian to the mouth of the 
Euphrates, and obligingly asked England 
and France to assist in the financing. At 
first, thinking ‘that the formation’ of the 
railway would tend tewards rendering Get- 
many independent of Russia; and that in 
her own interests she would feel disposed to 


the most formidable of the difficulties. In 
1863, when W. G. Pauarave crossed the 
whole breadth o£ Arabia from the Red Sea to 
Bahreimin the Persian Gulf he found a well 
watered country, admirably suited for the 
construction of a railway. At the time it 
was dominated by the rule of the fanatical 


‘weary of the bigotry of the rulers, and the 
kingdom was already decadent, Since th n 
Wahabee influence has stili further declined 
and of Inte years has not attempted inter- 


restrain any farther encroachments of that- 
, Power, England and France were disposed 
to lend a helping band. Such, however, 
was far' from Germany's intention ; and on 
its heing sugyested to her that. she would 
be required to undertake that no preferential 
treatment would be permitted, and_ that 
both countries should be adequately repre- 
sented on the direction, she declitied both 
proposals, This rendered the assistance of 
either out of the question, and the scheme 
eventually collapsed. Preferential treat- 
ment for traffié from Central and Eastern 
Europe was, in facet,

Tho soldicrs, 
joining forces with the rebels, soized a very large 
sum of monoy, the lowest estimate is ong handred

women into the bargain. ‘Ihe local magistruto, 
who seams to hare been very unpopular, wos 
jwarned in time, aud escuped into the hills. The 
rebels were, very anzivus to capture hiu, aud he 
only escaped ultimately by disgnising: himself as 
a servant, 

‘Iho Viceroy regards the affair ag being very 
important, for he hus gone up to Wuchow. He 
leftion the 17th intunt with an escort of threo 
eruiscrs, aud will probably remain in Kwangai 
for some time. There onn bo no doubt that tho 
Luchow mating is cansing serious auxisty to 
the officials. ‘he rebels have gained money and 
arms in large quantities, aud will become nore 
confident and aggressive than they have heen 
hitherto. Uoleza trustworthy troops can be 
found to put down the rebellion, there is no

NAVAL. NOTES. 
——— 
CENTURION’ 8" GUNSIGHTS. 

A commuuication to the London Daily Mail 
from a naval correspondent at Hongkong 
reflects upon the condition of tho first-class 
battleship Centyrion's gun-sights. When 


.six months ago this ship was despatched] 


to jthe For East there wore circumstantia 
reports to tho effect that she had sailed with her 
gun-rights in thoroughly defective order, but 
unti] the cruciul test of prize-firing had been 
applied it was impossible, in view of the official 
assertions, to believe (hat these reports rested 
Now, however, that test 
has been applied, and a Hongkong correspondent 
gives the actual hits scored:—Fore-turret, fir- 
ing with two 10-in. guns. 13 rounils fired, no 
hits. After turret firing with two 10-ie. guns, 
15 rounds fired, no hits. Total percentage of 
hits made by hea¥y guns to shots fired, seven ; 
or one-seventh the sverage for smart ships in 
the service. Casemate guns-G.-in. quick-firing), 
shots fired, {8 from 10 guns; hits made, 28. 
Percentage of hits, 27, or 23 under what would 
be expected from a smart ship. Three of tho 
6-in. grang fired between them 33 rounds without 
making a single hit’on the target. The firing 
took place at Mirs Bay on May 4-6. The gunner, 
firing were good shots, and have done well in other 
yossols, whence itis fair to conclude that they 
were 80 handicapped by the sights of the guns as 
to be virtually helpless. The deplorable figures 
obtained by the Centuxjon's guns have caused 2 
great sevsation in the China squadron. ‘The 
two fore-turret.10-in. guns, which did not 
obtain u single hit, are the guns whose sights 
have been examined from time to time by 
various expert officers in the fleet, who have 
reported unfavourably upon them. At present, 
on the ubovo figures, the Centurion, remarks 
the Daily Madl,is not an effective unit in the 
British fleet. 

The Terréble, cruiser, was commissioned at 
Portsmouth, on 2ist ult, by Captain A. T 
Stuart to convey relief crews to the Afbion, 
battleship, and the Robin, shallow-draught 
steamer, on the China Station. 

SENIOR NAVAL LORD. 

Admiral Sir John Fisher, the new Senior 
Naval Lord, has. at one time or another, held 
almost every important position in the Navy 
Of all things he is a strong 
man, with broad and decided views, and a 
manner suggestive of the war uduirals of jolden 
‘days. Horn in 1841, he went to sea og a‘naval 
cadet at the age of thirteen. Before he was 
Hetoa he had seon service in the Crimea. 
Tien, as lieutenant, he helped his country 
against the Chinese, being present at the’ 
captare of Canton andthe Peihoforts. 101882 
he took part in the Egyptian war, being in 
command of the Inflewible at Alexandria, after- 
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wards landing with the Naval Brigade and 
having charge of the armoured train. In all 
these operations he revealed great resourceful- 
ness, pluck, and endurance, and showed qualities 
which, in spite of his reputation of being a 
disciplinarian, won for him gre at popnlurity 
with both offtcers and men. 


CHINESE LABOUR FOR THE 
RAND. 


ee Sey 
DISCUSSION IN PARLIAMENT. 


_In the Honse of Lords on ith ult. there wus| 
discussed at considerable length the question of 
the introduction of Chinese” Inbour into the 
Transvaal. 

Lord Coleridge, who opened the debate, moved 


. an expression of regret for the action taken by 


the Governmont. He dwelt on the conditions 
of Inbour, and tho excessive death rate; but it 
was not, he said, o question whether eupital 
alone, uncontrolled by any politicnl or mexal 
considerations, was to dictate the destiny of 
South Africa. We had ‘broken down one 
oligarchy, but-ve lad set up another infinitely 
more intolerant, unscrupulous, ard dangerous 
to the Empiro at large. 

Lord Harris, as a director and chairman of 
two Transvaal Trust companies, gave some 
information as to the work of the natives in 
the now mines, and stated that the men in 
control of tho mines, and who managed them, 
were profoundly indignant at the suggestion of 
being slave-drivers or slave-owners. 

After some remarks from Lord Norton, 
~ The Duke of Marlborough read a telegram he 
had received from the Govornor of Hongkong, |- 
to the effect that the emigrants were made 
thoroughly aware of the condition about taking 
out their families, and special preparations for 
their doing so were mado on beard, bat 
none took advantage of it. The Goverument 
believed that great benefit would he the result 
of the arrival of the Chinamen at the Rand. 

Earl Carrington sugested that the repula- 
tions under which Chinese inbourers were taken 
to South Africa were contrary ‘to the Common 
Law of England. 

Lord Onslow protested against the insinuation 
that the Government were uot fully alive to 
the interests of tho: natives in South Africa, 
and did not think it would be found that Lord 
Coleridge had any grownd for the accusation 
he had brought aguinst the Government. [t 
wos the firm determinstion of the Coloniul 
Secretary that nothing should be left undone 
to persuado the mino-owners to do vverything 
they could to make the conditions of work for 
their men more favourable than they had heen }. 
in the past. 

Lord Ripon then addressod their Lordships 
und the motion was theveafter negatived with- 
out a division. , . 

In the House of Commons on the 22nd 
question time was largely taken up with mutters 
connected with the sume subject. Mr, Lyttelton 
was closely pressed as to the minimum wages 
offered to Kaffir and Chineso Isbourers re- 
spectively, and said he did not think a minimum 
wage of 30s. a month to the Chinaman competed 
unfairly with o minimum wage of 45s. to the 
Kafiir. , 

Major Seely. asked whether, in view of the 
repeated stutements that tho majority of the 
people of the Transvaal were opposed to. the 
introduction of Chinese indentured labour, Mr. 
Lytteltcn would give instructions for a vote by 
ballot to be taken, in order to fulfil the pledges 
given hy the late Colonial Secretary. 

Mr. Lyttelton replied that s ropetition of 
- statements which were believed to be inaccurate 
id not alter the decision of His Majesty's 
Government, which had been communicated to 
the House on more than one occasion. ' He was 
therefore not prepared to give such instructions, 

The Deputy-Speaker raled that the outbreak 
of beri-bori among the Chinese coolios recently 
arrived in South Africa could not bo discussed 
on a motion for the adjournment of the House, 
as the subject was covered by resolutions of 
which notice had been given. : 

Tho ruling of the right hon. gentleman was 
received with great displeasure by ‘the Opposi- 
tion. 

Mr, Balfour was sppealed to; and he suggest 
ed that the aubject should be gone into when 


the vote for the Colonial Secretary's salary 
came on for disonssion. Various points of order |. 
were submitted to the Deputy-Speaker, and the 
incident closed in clamour. |

trade return of the Departmont of Finance hus 
revealed few indications of stagnation in trade. 
On the contrary the bulk of foreign trado in- 
creases, and each mouth shows a grind total 
i of. Exports and Imports in excess of the total 
traile for the vorresponding month of the pre-, 
vious year. Yet depression undoubtedly oxists. 
fox we heuy of it day by day, not only from the 
vernaenlar journals, but from forcign mere’eats 
and others, ‘fou large exteat the depression 
is confined to the domestic trade of the country, 
which is the first to suffer in time of war, and 
which in Japan las been greatly injured by the 
short-sighted policy adopted of restricting public 
works and refraining from the use of domostie 
vomunodities, under the iinpression that by this 
means the o untry will benefit and the War 
Fund be inereased. This view has undoubtedly 
taken deep hold. for in one section of the 
country we hear of the almost total extinction 
of the domestic Huabutai ‘trade. meaning 
poverty to some thousands: of workers, while 
in nnother silk district, which depends upon 
its foreign trade, unprecedented prosperity is 
being experienced, or was a fow weeks ogo, 
becanse of the large demand abroad since the 
commencement of the war for: Japanese silks; 
which have become fushionable, particularly 
in London, Tho aggregate Exports for the 
month of Juno are yulued at. 22,686,891 yon, 
as against 20,063,393 for June last year: The 
prosperity of the Habutai Silk. industry st 
Fukui is shown by the fact that last month 
Habutai to the valve of 3,229,322 yen was 
exported, as againat 2,202,480 yen for the 
corresponding month of last year. It will be 
seen-tlat the aggregute trade for six months 
in this article shows an increase of 50 per cont.

Wool, Flax, &c.. was 
about stationary when taken together, while an 
incroase of u million yen oceurs in the, figures 
for the smull imports gronped under the head 
of Othors. In Group IL., which is regarded as 
cousisting of luxuries, there isa great dacrease 
in all the priucipal articles, but the small 
items grouped under “Othors” show .an_in- 
crease in the argregate of nearly o million 
yen. Tho use of luxuries, however, according to 
this. table, has declined by about 30 per cont. 
In Group III. the only increase is that recorded 
for Kerosene, which shows the large atlvance oe 
150 per cent. The import of Rica, it will bf 
seen, hus dropped 40 per cent., in consequence 
of the good harvest Inst year as compared with 
the bad harvest of the year preceiling. Flour, 
of which great quantities were supposed to be 
coming from the Puvifle Slopa, has decreased 
considerably, althongh for the six mouths the 
increase is 2,015,206 yen a3 compared with the 
first half of last year.. The first’ six months” 
foreign traile of the year is certainly gratifying, 
thoxre being a total increase of Yen 29,637,265.

LLOYD’S AND MARINE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES. 


Underwriters, have come well ont of the 
recent’ losses of Japanese transports. Tho 
Katsuxno Maru, sunk by collision at Mojt, is not 
insured, and the Takao Maru, ashore, wis als) not 
insured. Both these casualiigs’ world have 
fallen upon ordinary marine policies, Tho 
Hitachi Maru and the Sado Maru wera nnder- 
written covering mariage perils only, and the Joss 
through the Russian attack upon‘them was 
excluded, It is abundant'y clear, however, that 
the -existence. of a state of war materially 
increases marine riskea, apart from the special 
hezards arisin s frem attack by the enemy, 

The markef for time risks on bulls flag 
weakened 2 good deal lately in spite of tha 
conc*rted efforts of underwriters to maintain 
rates and valaes, But thero ors signse 
that the compotition between Liverpool and 
Londen, to which much of the redactions were 
due, is becoming less acute. In spita of the 
hanger for busivess, an increasing: number of 
underwriters are becoming convinced that 
nothing but disaster onn follow tha game of 
“beggar my-neighbour.” ‘I'he first interest of 
shipowners, merchants, and underwriters is tho 
maintenance of marine insnrance bnsiseas on a 
basis which permifs cf moderate profit-to ihe 
ingorance miarket; on no other terms can that 
degree of strength bn preserved which is of th 
essence of all insuranes, ; 

The eteamor Ohio, at Seatile, has eustsined
